With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  232  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  31st  October,  1912,  relative  to  the  proclamation  of  a 
Moratorium  in  Servia,  His  Majesty’s  Legation  at  Belgrade  have  now 
forwarded  a  translation  of  a  Royal  Decree,  dated  8th/21st  December, 
prolonging  the  Aloratorium  for  a  further  three  months  from  17th/30th 
December.  If,  how’ever,  the  conditions  in  Servia  re-assume  their 
normal  course,  and  the  army  is  demobilised  before  the  expiration  of 
this  period,  the  Aloratorium  will  expire  one  month  after  the  issue  of 
the  Decree  of  demobilisation.  (C.  io,:354.) 

Commercial  Sitnation. 

Greece. — According  to  the  “  Nachrichten  fiir  Handel  ”  (Berlin)  of 
21st  December,  complaints  of  non-payment  of  debt  are  still  being 
made  in  Athens.  The  prices  of  necessaries  continue  higher  than 
before  the  war,  especially  in  the  case  of  meat  and  eggs.  The  price 
of  bread  has  been  fixed  by  the  police  authorities.  Charges  for  the 
conveyance  of  goods,  especially'  heavy  traffic,  are  abnormally  high 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  animals  for  cartage.  Generally  speaking, 
the  area  sown  for  1912-13  is  about  50  per  cent,  smaller  than  in 
1911-12.  The  industrial  situation  in  Volo  is  becoming  quieter,  and 
trade  has  practically'  returned  to  its  normal  state.  Reassuring  news 
is  also  to  hand  from  the  interior  of  Thessaly,  whence  a  good  quantity'

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of  grain  has  been  exported,  in  spite  of  great  difficulties.  The  import 
trade  into  Patras  was  fairly  normal  during  November,  but  the 
people  are  reluctant  to  draw  on  their  savings  to  any  considerable 
extent.  The  consequence  is  that  firms  trading  with  the  provinces 
are  most  unfortunately  placed,  as,  owing  to  the  restricted  trade, 
it  is  difficult  to  get  in  payments  from  customers.  Communication 
with  Greek  ports  by  sea  is  also  very  irregular,  concludes  the 
“  Nachrichten,”  owing  in  large  measure  to  the  placing  of  merchant 
vessels  at  the  disposal  of  the  Greek  Government. 

Bulgaria. — The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  28th  December  states 
that,  according  to  a  German  Consular  Report,  banking  in  Bulgaria  is 
still  in  a  quiescent  stale,  and  it  is  difficult  for  merchants  to  obtain 
loans.  The  National  Bank  alone  is  helping  merchants,  but  only  in  so 
far  as  regards  the  clearance  of  goods  actually  lying  in  the  Customs 
warehouses.  Nevertheless  foreign  shippers  will  in  all  probability  not 
suffer  very  much  from  the  effects  of  the  war,  excepting  of  course  in 
those  cases  where  clients  have  lost  their  lives  and  redress  cannot  be 
got  from  their  successors.  (Lists  of  those  killed  in  the  war  have  not 
yet  been  issued).  As  the  moratorium  does  not  prevent  intei’est  from 
accruing,  those  merchants  who  are  in  a  position  to  do  so  will  settle 
their  debts  in  spite  of  the  moratorium.  Bulgarian  merchants  intend 
to  do  their  best  to  expedite  business,  and  they  hope  that,  having 
regard  to  the  special  circumstances,  foreign  shippers  will  abstain  from 
taking  severe  measures  to  enforce  their  claims.  Creditors  would 
do  well,  concludes  the  report,  to  deposit  their  drafts  and  bills  with 
some  bank  for  acceptance.

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GRAIN,  SUGAR  BEET,  &c.  CROPS  IN  CERTAIN  COUNTRIES. 

The  December  number  of  the  Bulletin  of  Agricultural  Statistics 
has  just  been  issued  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome : — 

With  regard  to  the  next  cereal  harvests  in  the  countries  of  the 
Southern  Hemisphere,  the  production  of  wheat  in  Australia  is 
estimated  at  42,352,000  cwts.,  against  38,490,000  cwts.  produced  in 
1911-12. 

The  total  results  of  the  harvests  of  1912  in  the  countries  of  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  are  as  follows  : — 

Wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats. — The  total  production  of  wheat  in  1912  in 
the  following  countries,  viz.,  Germany,  Austria,  Belgium,  Bulgaria, 
Denmark,  Spain,  France,  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Kingdom  of 
Hungary,  Italy,  Luxemburg,  Norway,  Netherlands,  Roumania,  Russia 
in  Europe,  Switzerland ;  Canada,  United  States ;  India,  Japan,  Russia 
in  Asia;  Algeria,  Egypt,  Tunis,  is  estimated  at  1,804,928,000  cwts., 
against  1,088,642,000  cw^ts.  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  6'9  per 
cent. ;  that  of  rye  (same  countries  except  Great  Britain,  India,  Japan, 
Egypt  and  Tunis)  at  932,078,000  cwts.,  against  773,709,000  cwts., 
showing  an  increase  of  20'5  per  cent. ;  barley  (same  countries  as  for 
wheat,  except  India)  at  621,822,000  cwts.,  against  586,045,000  cwts., 
showing  an  increase  of  6'1  per  cent.,  and  oats  (same  countries  as  for 
wheat  except  India  and  Egypt)  at  1,292,041,000  cwts.,  against 
1,072,999,000  cwts.  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  20’4  per  cent. 

Maize. — The  total  production  in  the  following  countries,  viz., 
Austria,  Bulgaria,  Spain,  Kingdom  of  Hungary,  Italy,  Roumania, 
Russia  in  Europe,  Switzerland ;  Canada,  United  States ;  Japan, 
Russia  in  Asia;  Algeria,  Egypt,  Tunis,  for  1912  is  estimated  at 
1,917,416,000  cwts.  against  1,574,222,000  cwts.  in  1911,  an  increase 
of  21 ’8  per  cent. 

Rice. —  The  production  of  rice  in  Spain  is  estimated  at  4,806,000 
cwts.  in  1912,  against  1,264,000  cwts.  in  1911,  and  that  of  Japan 
at  138,815,000  cwts.  in  1912,  against  144  963,000  cwts.  in  1911. 

Sugar  Beet. — The  total  production  in  1912  in  the  following  countries, 
viz.,  Prussia,  Belgium,  Bulgaria,  Denmark,  Spain,  France,  Croatia- 
Slavonia ;  Italy,  Roumania,  Russia  in  Europe,  Sweden ;  Canada,  is 
estimated  at  778,989,000  cwts.,  against  573,300,000  cwts.  in  1911,  an 
increase  of  35  "9  per  cent. 

Wine. — The  total  production  in  1912  in  the  following  countries,  viz., 
Spain,  France,  Italy,  Luxemburg,  Roumania,  Switzerland;  Algeria, 
Tunis,  is  estimated  at  2,781,985,000  gals.,  against  2,498,322,000  gals, 
in  1911,  an  increase  of  11 '4  per  cent. 

Cotton. — The  production  in  the  United  States  in  1912  is  estimated 
at  59,022,000  cwts.,  against  67,002,000  cwts.  in  1911;  and  that  of 
India  at  15,460,000  cwts:,  against  11,019,000  cwts.  in  1911. 

The  total  production  in  1912  in  the  following  countries,  viz..  United 
States;  India,  Japan;  Eg3’^pt,  is  estimated  at  81,378,000  cwts., 
against  84,593,000  cwts.  in  1911,  a  decrease  of  3'8  per  cent. 

A  supplement  to  the  December  Bulletin  gives  the  estimated 
production  of  wheat  in  Argentina  as  125,979,000  cwts.,  of  oats, 
33,109,000  cwts.,  and  of  linseed,  25,590,000  cwts.,  showing  increases 
of  41'5,  67*5  and  127T  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  estimated  production  of  coffee  in  Brazil  is  11,810,000  cwts.,  a 
decrease  of  20  per  cent. 
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BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Morocco. — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  the 
Acting  British  Consul-Genei-al  at  Tangier  (Mr.  E.  Bristow)  on  the 
trade  of  Morocco  in  1911,  which  will  shortly  be  issued  :  — 

The  total  trade  of  Morocco  by  all  routes  for  the  year  1911  shows 
an  increase  of  £2,261,995,  or  nearl}’^  35  per  cent,  when  compared 
with  1910. 

Casablanca  maintains  its  position  as  the  port  having  the  most 
important  trade  both  in  imports  and  exports.  In  import  trade 
Tangier  comes  second  and  Lai’aiche  third.  In  export  trade  Satii  is 
second  to  Casablanca,  with  Mazagan  third,  Mogador  fourth  arrd 
Tangier  fifth.  In  total  trade  Safli  for  the  first  time  takes  second 
place,  closely  followed  by  Tangier. 

The  trade  of  Mogador  is  principally  with  the  southern  provinces, 
imd  it  will  suffer  when  the  port  of  Agadir  is  opened  to  trade.  Many 
merchants  at  present  established  at  Mogador  will  then  presumably 
transfer  their  business  to  Agadir,  in  the  same  manner  as  their  prede¬ 
cessors  moved  from  Agadir  to  Mogador  when  the  former  port  was 
closed  to  trade  in  1773.  It  would  be  well  for  merchants  trading  in 
Morocco  to  be  prepared  to  establish  agencies  at  Agadir  as  soon  as 
that  port  is  opened  to  trade.  Casablanca,  Mazagan  and  Saffi  will 
always  be  important  as  the  ports  of  the  g»'eat  grain  growing  pro¬ 
vinces  ;  their  relative  importance  will  be  essentially  affected  by  the 
construction  of  harbours,  roads  and  railways.  In  this  connection  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  port  of  Mehedia  was  to  be  opened  to 
trade  on  1st  January,  1913  (see  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  18th 
Jul}^  1912,  p.  167).  Tangier  and  Laraiche,  as  the  ports  for  Fez, 
Mequinez  and  the  northern  districts,  will  retain  their  importance ; 
the  lormer  will  have  the  advantage  over  the  latter  when  a  harbour  is 
made  and  a  railway  constructed  to  Fez,  both  of  which  works  it  is 
lioped  will  be  undertaken  before  long. 

British  trade  still  maintains  its  position  as  the  jiremier  country 
trading  with  Morocco  atid  showed  an  increase  in  1911.  as  compared 
with  1910,  of  £200,157  in  imports  and  of  £372,607  in  exports. 
French  trade  showed  an  increase  in  1911  over  1910  of  £233,873  in 
imports  and  £290,805  in  exports.  Spain  has  increased  her  trade  with 
Morocco  by  £55,176  in  imports  and  £56,273  in  exports.  German 
trade  with  Morocco  in  1911  showed  an  increase  of  £28,652  in  imports, 
and  of  no  less  than  £316,697  in  exports.  All  the  other  countries  show 
an  increase — that  of  Italy  and  Austria-Hungary  being  specially 
marked. 

Openings  for  trade. — Under  this  heading  Mr.  Bristow  quotes  the 
words  of  Mr.  Victor  Wellesley,  H.M.  Commercial  Attache  for  Morocco, 
who,  after  a  careful  study  of  the  situation  and  alter  visiting  all  the 
important  towns,  wrote  as  foll"Ws: — 

“  A  growing  change  is  coming  over  Morocco  in  consequence  of  the 
establishment  of  French  rule,  a  change  which  is  manifesting  itself 
in  the  tastes  and  habits  of  the  |  eople,  due  to  a  constantly  closer  touch 
with  European  civilisation.  .A  general  expansion  and  change  in  the 
character  of  trade  are  almost  sure  to  follow  in  the  near  future  as  the 
natural  consequence  of  the  change  in  the  political  situation.  There 
is  already  a  verv  keen  competition  among  French,  German  and 
iVustrian  traders  to  secure  as  large  a  share  as  j)OSsibIe  in  the  expanding 
trade  of  Morocco.  Unless  our  people  are  prepared  to  see  the  grass 
grow  under  their  feet  they  should  make  some  effort  not  only  to  maintain 
what  they  have  got,  but  to  secure  some  of  the  new  openings  which 
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the  Moroccan  market  will  undoubtedly  offer  them.  If  they  are  not 
early  in  the  field  they  will  find  it  difficult  to  recover  ground  once 
lost.  .  .  . 

“  That  there  is  business  to  be  done  in  Morocco  can  best  be 
illustrated  by  mentioning  the  fact  that  recently  an  enterprising 
Jewish  firm  in  Tangier  sent  one  of  their  travellers  through  the 
Showia  district,  which  has  been  in  the  effective  occupation  of 
France  for  the  past  five  years  or  so.  He  came  back  with  orders 
amounting  to  something  over  £20,000.  These  orders  included 
samovars,  gramophones  and  articles  of  luxury  which  the  natives  could 
not  have  afforded  to  purchase  a  few  years  ago.  I  gather  this  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  increasing  purchasing  power  of  the  natives — the 
result  of  the  order,  security  and  greater  prosperity  enjoyed  by  them 
under  French  administration.” 


SHARE  OF  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM  IN  THE  IMPORT 
TRADE  OF  AUSTRALIA. 

In  forwarding  some  statistics  of  the  imports  of  certain  principal 
articles  into  Australia  duiing  the  first  eight  months  of  It?  12,  which 
have  been  specially  compiled  by  the  Department  of  Trade  and 
Customs,  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  Australia  remarks  that, 
though  the  total  volume  of  the  imports  into  the  Commonwealth  from 
the  United  Kingdom  during  the  period  mentioned  is  greater  than  it 
was  during  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year,  yet  the  proportion 
of  British  imports  to  the  total  imports  from  all  countries  has  fallen 
from  62'8  per  cent,  in  1911  to  61‘8  per  cent,  in  1912. 

In  the  following  table  a  comparison  is  made  between  the  value  of 
the  total  imports  from  all  countries  and  the  imports  from  the  United 
Kinedprn  into  Australia  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1911  and 
1912  .as  ivgarJs  th«^  priDci[)nl  classes  of  merchandise: —

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BRITISH  TRADE  WITH  NEWFOUNDLAND. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  Canada  and  Newfoundland  (Mr.  C. 
Hamilton  Wickes)  has  forwarded  the  following  particulars  regarding 
British  trade  with  Newfoundland,  as  the  result  of  a  visit  recently  paid 
there ; — 

The  total  value  of  articles,  which  may  be  classed  as  competitive 
manufactured  merchandise,  imported  into  Newfoundland  during  the 
year  ended  30th  June,  1912,  amounted  to  7,691,012  dols.  The  share 
of  the  United  Kingdom  in  this  amount  was  3,484,015  dols.,  of 
the  United  States  of  America  2,509,539  dols.,  and  of  Canada 
1,387,201  dols.  Dividing  these  totals  between  dutiable  articles  and 
articles  free  of  duty  the  position  was  as  follows  : —

It  will  be  noted  that  the  proportion  of  free  goods  to  the  total 
imports  from  each  country  is  by  far  the  largest  in  the  case  of  the 
United  States.  The  reason  for  this  appears,  from  an  examination  of 
the  Returns,  to  be  that  the  United  States  are  favoured  by  the  inclusion 
in  the  free  list  of  construction  materials  and  machinery  for  certain 
local  industries.

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  p.  612  of  the  “  Board  of 
Trade  Journal  ”  of  19th  December,  1912,  respecting 
the  issue  of  age  certificates  by  the  Customs  and 
Excise  Department,  London,  for  spirits  exported 
from  the  United  Kingdom  to  Australia,  the  Board 
of  Trade  have  now  received,  from  the  office  of  H.M. 
Trade  Commissioner  in  Australia,  copy  of  an  Order  (No.  1,609),  which 
was  issued  under  the  “Spirit  Act,  1906,”  by  the  Commonwealth 
Department  of  Trade  and  Customs  on  the  19th  November  last. 

In  this  Order  it  is  stated  that  it  has  been  decided  by  the  British 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  to  issue  certificates  not  only  as  at  present 
in  respect  of  spirits  which  have  been  stored  in  wood  in  bond  for  not 
less  than  two  years,  but  also  certificates  in  respect  of  spirits  which 
have  not  been  so  stored  for  two  years,  stating  the  age  of  such  spirits, 
or  in  the  case  of  blend,  the  age  of  the  youngest  spirit  in  the  blend. 

It  is  further  remarked  that  special  care  must  be  observed  in  regard 
to  the  particular  distinction  in  these  certificates,  so  that  delivery  for 
home  consumption  may  only  be  permitted  in  respect  of  the  spirits 
specified  in  Sec.  11  of  the  Spirits  Act  of  1906,  matured  in  wood  for 
A  period  of  not  less  than  two  years.

with  No,  8  of  the  General  Notes  to  Tariff  Nos.  183-209.  The  “Con¬ 
ventional”  Notes  to  Tariff  Nos.  192  and  193  e.xempt  from  such  surtax 
for  hems  only  those  articles  which  are  admitted  exclusively  under 
Tariff  N  os.  192  and  193,  an  1  this  exemption  cannot  be  extended  to 
similar  articles  dutiable  as  embroideries  under  Tariff  No.  208. 


BELGIUM.

Exemption  from  duty  is  not,  however,  accorded  to  articles  w’hich 
have  a  marketable  value,  and  which  do  not  constitute  the  usual 
packing  of  the  goods  they  contain.  Such  articles  are  dutiable 
separately,  according  to  kind,  as  in  the  case,  for  example,  of  decorated 
tin-plate  biscuit,  tea,  etc.,  boxes,  small  ornamented  metal  boxes 
containing  sweets  and  the  like,  etc. 

When  casks,  sacks,  and  the  like  are  sold  to  a  foreign  buyer  and  are 
consequently  exported  empty,  they  may,  if  they  are  rejected  by  the 
purchaser  and  returned  to  the  seller,  be  re-imported  free  of  duty, 
provided  that  the  fact  that  they  are  of  Belgian  manufacture  is  duly 
proved  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  on  the  subject. 

Unused  casks,  cases,  sacks  and  other  packing  materials  imported 
directlg  by  manufacturers  or  merchants,  for  use  in  the  exportation  of 
their  products,  may  be  admitted  temporarily  free  of  duty,  through  all 
Customs  houses  open  for  transit,  under  a  transit  certificate  valid  for 
six  months,  and  under  bond  for  the  amount  of  duty  payable  plus  the 
sum  of  25  francs  ;  in  this  case  the  articles  are  marked  by  the  Customs 
in  such  a  way  that  their  identit}'  can  be  ascertained  on  re-exportation. 

Used  packing  materials,  imported  in  the  same  circumstances,  are 
admitted  free  of  duty,  tlirough  all  Customs  houses.  This  exemption 
is  extended  also  to  articles  which  are  sent  back  to  Belgium  empty, 
after  having  been  imported  into  the  country  under  temporary  free 
admission  regime  and  then  re-exported  filled  ;  but  Customs  officers  are 
instructed  to  take  care  that  such  articles  (which  are  furnished  with  a 
Customs  mark  at  the  time  of  their  first  importation  into  the  country 
in  a  new  condition)  are  not  exported  a  second  time  in  discharge  of 
transit  certificates  delivered  for  unused  articles. 

Temporary  admission,  subject  to  the  deposit  of  security  for  the 
amount  of  duty  payable  plus  25  francs,  is  accorded  in  respect  of 
packing  materials  (whether  new  or  used)  which  are  sent  to  forwarding 
agents,  brokers  and  other  intermediaries — to  be  used  by  them  for  the 
exportation  of  goods — under  the  following  conditions  : — 

(a)  Freedom  from  duty  is  granted  only  for  packing  materials 
actually  consigned  to  such  intermediaries,  which  fact  must  be 
proved  b)’^  the  production  of  the  bills  of  lading,  &c.,  or,  if 
necessary,  of  books  and  correspondence  ; 

(b)  The  transit  certificate  to  be  delivered  may  be  rendered 
valid  onl}’^  for  the  period  of  time  strictly  necessai*}',  which  is  not 
to  exceed  one  month,  except  in  exceptional  circumstances  ; 

(c)  The  packing  materials  imported  must  be  furnished  with 
Customs  marks  enabling  their  identity  to  be  ascertained  on 
re-exportation  ; 

(d)  The  declarants  are  bound,  on  request,  to  produce  the  whole 
number  of  the  articles  remaining  to  be  re-exported.

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  copy 
of  a  Belgian  Law,  promulgated  in  the  “  Moniteur 
Beige  ”  for  the  13th  December,  abolishing  the 
licence  duties  on  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
established  by  Arts.  4  to  14  of  the  Law  of  the  19th 
August,  1889,  and  substituting  therefor  : — 

(1)  A  tax  on  native  spirits  of  all  kinds  declared 
for  consumption,  at  the  rate  of  10  centimes  per  litre  of  spirit  of 
50  degrees  Gay-Lussac  at  a  temperature  of  15  degrees  Centigrade.

(2)  A  surtax  on  imported  spirits  declared  for  consumption 
amounting  to  5  per  cent,  of  the  import  duty  payable.  This  surtax  is

(b)  To  liqueurs,  without  regard  to  the  alcoholic  strength ; 

■(c)  To  the  quantity  of  alcohol  exceeding  15  degrees  Gay-Lussac 
at  15  degrees  Centigrade  contained  in  \vines  imported  other¬ 
wise  than  in  bottles ; 

(d)  To  perfumery  dutiable  under  the  Tariff  heading  “  Autres 

liqicides  alcooliqiies  ” ; 

(e)  To  products  containing  ethylic  alcohol,  dutiable  as  “  Autres 

liquides  alcooliques”  except  varnish. 

(3)  A  tax  to  be  levied  on  the  opening  or  first  establishment  of  a 
house  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

The  Law  also  provides  inter  alia  for  a  stricter  supervision  of  distil¬ 
leries  and  rectifying  establishments.  Special  certificates  will  be 
required  to  cover  the  removal  of  spirits  from  such  establishments  as 
well  as  for  the  transport  of  native  and  foreign  spirits  through  the 
country.

Under  No.  561  of  the  French  Customs  Tariff,  ropes  of  iron  or  steel 
wire  are  divided  into  three  categories  according  to 
the  breaking  strain  of  the  wire,  and  each  of  these 
three  categories  is  further  sub-divided  into  four 
paragraphs  according  to  the  diameter  of  the  wire, 
the  higlier  rates  of  duty  being  applied  to  the  wires 
having  the  smaller  diameters. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the 
Foreign  Office,  of  copy  of  a  Note  which  has  been  addressed  by  the 
French  Government  to  H.iM.  Ambassador  at  l^aris  with  regard  to  the 
tariff  classification  of  ropes  composed  of  wires  of  different  thicknesses. 
This  Note  states  that,  strictly  speaking,  such  ropes  are  dutiable  at 
the  rate  applicable  to  the  most  highly  dutiable  kind  of  wire  which 
enters  into  their  composition ;  but  that,  when  such  wire  is  present 
only  in  a  minute  quantity  and  fulfils  merely  an  accessory  function, 
some  allowance  may  be  made.  This,  it  is  stated,  will  be  accorded 
whenever  the  number  of  wires  of  the  most  highly  dutiable  class  does 
not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  wires  in  the  rope,  or 
when  their  weight  does  not  ekceed  five  per  cent,  of  the  total  weight. 
Choice  between  these  these  two  alternatives  is  left  to  the  interested 
parties.

of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt,  through  the 
Foreign  Office,  of  copy  of  a  Circular 
(T.  D.  32,956)  of  the  United  States  Treasury 
Department  laying  down  the  Regulations 
to  give  effect  to  the  following  provision  contained  in  Section  5  of 
the  Fanama  Canal  Act : — 


Free  Entry  of  Materials 
for  Construction  and 
Repair  of  Vessels,  and 
of  Articles  for  their 
Outfit  and  Equipment. 


Tliat  all  materials  of  foreign  production  which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
construction  or  revtair  of  vessels  built  in  the  United  States,  atul  all  such  materials 
necessary  for  the  building  or  repair  of  their  machinery,  and  all  articles  necessary 
for  their  outfit  and  equipment  may  be  imported  into  the  United  States  free  of 
duty  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe. 

The  Regulations  provide,  in  part,  as  follows : — 

,  Befinitions. 

1.  “  Vessels." — The  word  “  vessels  ’’  as  used  in  this  Act  is  defined  to  include  all 
water  craft  of  a  character  entitled  to  be  documented  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  vessels  of  a  similar  character  not  required  by  law  to  be 
documented,  such  as  revenue  cutters,  naval  vessels,  army  transports,  iVc. 

2.  “  Materials." — The  word  “  materials  ”  is  defined  ns  including  any  imported 
merchandise  which  is  suitable  for  use  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  a  vessel  or 
of  its  machinery  to  be  incorporated  therein  after  having  undergone  a  process  of 
manufacture  subsequent  to  importation,  or  in  its  condition  as  imported,  provided 
it  has  been  purchased  in  the  open  market  and  was  not  constructed  or  fabricated 
upon  a  special  order  or  after  a  special  tiesign.  This  will  include  raw  materials, 
such  as  pig  iron  and  lumber,  to  be  worked  up  into  the  finished  state  in  which 
they  will  enter  into  the  hull  or  machinery,  rough  forgings  and  castings  but  not 
finished  ones,  nuts,  screws,  bolts,  steel  plates,  ship’s  knees,  flooring,  and  other 
things  which,  though  completed  articles,  are  useful  as  parts  in  the  construction 
of  something  else. 
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UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA-  continued. 

3.  Artichn." — The  word  “articles”  is  defined  as  including  only  such  things 
as  are  suitable  for  use  in  their  condition  as  imported  in  the  outfit  and  equipment 
of  a  vessel.  However,  articles  will  be  considered  as  suitable  for  use  in  the 
condition  in  which  importe<l.  although  they  are  to  be  fitted,  polished,  painted,  or 
otherwise  improved  in  condition  or  fixal  in  place  subsequently. 

4.  ^’Outfit  and  vquipmrnt." — The  term  “outfit  and  equipment  ”  is  defined  as 
including  {wrtable  articles  necessary  or  appropriate  for  the  navigation,  operation, 
or  maintenance  of  a  vessel,  .and  not  permanently  incorporated  in  its  hull  or 
machinery,  and  not  constituting  consumable  supplier.  The  term  includes, 
therefore,  anchors,  chains,  ciibles,  tackle,  boats,  repair  parts,  life-saving  app<aratns, 
wireless-telegraph  apparatus  (except  the  motor  generator),  nautical  instruments, 
searchlights,  signal  lights,  lamps,  furniture,  carpets,  table  linen,  t.ablcware, 
bedding,  arms  and  munitions,  and  also  articles  to  be  used  in  renewal  or  replace¬ 
ment  of  articles  of  original  outfit  and  equipment. 

Matirialx  and  urticlex  excluded  from  the  benctitx  of  thin  Art. 

5.  Machinery,  including  all  the  propelling  mechanism,  and  also  auxiliary 
machinery  permanently  iucorjtorated  in  the  hull  of  the  vessel,  such  as  pumps, 
steering  gear,  lighting  plants,  refrigerating  plants,  steam  winches,  hoisting 
engines,  cenerators.  motors,  condensers,  feed- water  heaters,  evaporators,  swiich- 
Ixrards,  Ac.  ;  provisions,  wines,  coal,  medicines,  and  other  similar  consumable 
articles,  and  materials  intended  to  be  manufacturer!  into  articles  of  outfit  or 
equipment,  wdll  not  be  admitted  free  of  duty  under  this  Act. 

(5.  Neither  materials  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  vessels  or  of  their 
machinery  nor  articles  for  outfit  and  equipment  will  be  admitted  free  of  duty 
when  imported  to  be  kept  in  stock  for  sale. 

Merchandise  entered  for  warehouse. 

7.  Materials  for  construction  or  rep.air  of  vessels,  or  of  their  machinery,  and 
articles  for  outfit  and  equipment  may  be  entered  for  warehouse,  and  if  withdrawn 
within  three  years  frttm  the  date  of  importation  for  nse  in  such  construction, 
repair,  outfitting,  or  equipping,  will  be  entitled  to  entry  free  of  duty  upon  such 
withdrawal. 

Paragraphs  8-16  of  the  Regulations  deal  with  the  procedure  to  be 
followed  in  order  to  obtain  free  entry  of  materials :  form  of  application 
to  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  the  port  of  importation,  form  of  the 
bond  to  be  furnished  by  the  importer,  and  evidence  required  for  the 
cancellation  of  bonds ;  paragraphs  17-20  relate  to  the  “  inspection  of 
vessels,”  the  “  cancellation  or  crediting  of  bonds,”  materials  entered 
for  use  or  manufacture  in  another  Customs  district  than  that  in  which 
entr}’  is  made,  and  the  “  disposition  of  unused  portion  of  importation,” 
Paragraphs  21-23  are  as  follows  : — 

Appraisement  and  classification. 

21.  Appniisement  and  classific.ation  .shall  be  made  in  due  course  of  merchandise 
entered  under  said  Section  5  of  the  said  Panama  Canal  Act.  The  liquidation  of 
entries  will,  however,  be  suspended  [)ending  the  production  of  satisfactory 
evidence  to  cancel  the  bond  given  for  the  proper  use  of  the  merchandi.se. 

Liquidated  entries  and  goods  in  bond. 

22.  Subject  to  compliance  with  these  regulations,  liquidated  entries  of  such 
goals,  wares,  and  merchandise  imported  on  or  after  August  24,  1912,  may  be  re¬ 
liquidated  free  of  duty  where  the  liquitlation  has  not  become  final  and  free  entry 
granted  to  such  goods  wares,  and  merchandise  in  bond  on  that  date  tor  which  no 
permit  of  delivery  has  been  issued. 

Revocation  previous  regulations. 

23.  The  provisions  of  Section  i>  of  the  Panama  Canal  Act  supersede  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  .Sections  19  and  20  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  August  5,  1909.  Consequently 
articles  723  to  742,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Customs  Regulations  of  1908  are  hereby 
superseded  and  revoked.

copy  of  a  despatch  from  H.M.  Minister  at 
Caracas  forwarding  copy  and  translation  of  a 
Circular,  dated  the  30th  October,  which  has  been 
addressed  by  the  Venezuelan  Minister  of  Finance 


to  the  Customs  houses  of  the  Republic,  di’awing  attention  to  certain 


irregularities  which,  for  some  time  past,  certain  shippers  have 


committed  in  making  out  Consular  Invoices  for  goods  shipped  to 
Venezuela. 


This  Circular  states  that  it  is  the  practice,  in  entering  on  the 
Consular  Invoice  several  different  packages  containing  goods  of  one 
and  the  same  kind,  to  state  the  contents  once  only  by  bracketing  the 
several  packages  together,  thus  leaving  one  or  more  lines  of  the 
Invoice  blank.  The  regulations  require,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the 
contents  shall  be  entered  separately  for  each  package  or  lot  of 
packages.  As  an  example  of  this,  H.M.  Minister  gives  the 
following : —

Another  common  mistake  is  to  declare  goods  in  the  Consular 
Invoice  mentioning  only  the  paragraph  of  the  Tariff  under  which  the 
goods  are  dutiable,  thus: —

Such  a  declaration  is  contrary  to  Article  12  of  Law  XII.  of  the 
Codigo  de  Hacienda,  which  provides  that  the  contents  of  each  package 
shall  be  declared  by  giving  the  name  of  each  article  contained  therein, 
without  employing  abbreviations,  commas  or  “idems,”  the  material  of 
which  it  is  made,  and  the  quality  or  circumstance  (calidad  6  circun- 
stancia)  that  distinguishes  it  from  any  other  article  of  the  same  name 
specified  in  a  different  Class  of  the  Tariff, 

H.M.  ilinister  states  that  the  foregoing  incorrect  declaration  should 
have  been  made  out  to  show  the  nature  of  the  apparatus  shipped,  e.g. ; 
1.  Una  caja  aparatos  para  generar  vapor  del  residue  del  petroleo, 

or 

1.  Una  caja  aparatos  extintores  de  incendios  “Biosca”  y  sus 
similare.s — 

notwithstanding  the  fact  that  both  of  the  above-mentioned  classes  of 
apjiaratus  are  specified  in  paragraph  2  of  the  Tariff. 

These  irregularities  will,  in  future,  render  importers  liable  to  the 
penalties  provided  by  the  Codigo  de  Hacienda.  As  a  special  favour, 
however,  such  irregularities  will  be  overlooked  within  a  period  known 
as  the  lapsos  idti  aniarinos”  (i.e.,  the  period  required  for  sea-transit 
to  Venezuela),  counting  from  the  date  or  dates  on  which  this  Circular 
reached  the  Customs  Administrators  at  the  various  ports.

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
copy  and  translation  of  a  Venezuelan  Decree, 
promulgated  on  the  18th  November,  abolishing 
the  tax  of  4  c^ntimos  per  100  bolivares  hitherto 
payable  as  an  assay  tax  in  respect  of  gold  specie 
imported  into  the  Republic.  All  imported  gold 
specie  is  to  be  examined,  free  of  all  charges,  by 
the  Customs  Administrator  accompanied  by  other  Customs  officers, 
the  office  of  Assaying  Kxpert  being  abolished.  Consular  invoices 
covering  legally  coined  gold  for  Venezuela  are  to  be  certified  free  of 
charge  by  the  Consular  officers  of  the  Rejniblic  ;  only  the  gold  coin 
which  is  intended  for  shipment  to  Venezuela  is  to  be  included  in  such 
invoices. 

To  the  declaration  (maidjiesto)  which  must  be  presented  to  the 
Customs  officials  for  the  importation  of  gold  specie,  revenue  stamps 
{estampiUas  de  Listruccion)  shall  be  affixed  and  cancelled,  according  to 
the  value  of  the  consignment,  at  the  rate  of  only  50  centimos  for 
each  1,000  bolivares. 

The  exportation  of  gold  specie  from  the  Republic  shall  be  effected 
by  means  of  policies  or  shipping  permits  to  which  revenue  stamps 
are  to  be  affixed  and  cancelled  at  the  rate  of  30  bolivares  for  each 
1,000  bolivares’  worth  exported.

NEW  ZEALAND. 

The  Minister  of  Public  Works  for  New  Zealand,  in  his  Report  for  the 
financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1912,  states  that 
railway  construction  throughout  the  Dominion 
during  the  last  ten  years  has  been  as  rapid  a.s 
possible  consistent  with  sound  finance.  A  con¬ 
siderable  mileage  of  new  lines  has  been  completed 
each  year,  but  still  the  applications  for  new  lines 
and  extensions  are  greater  than  the  Government  can  entertain  at 
present,  even  though  in  many  cases  the  desired  lines  would  have 
every  prospect  of  returning  a  profit  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on

the  cost  of  construction.  A  moderate  calculation  places  the  length  of 
rail\va3's  still  re(piired  to  give  an  etficient  service  throughout  the 
Dominion  at  1,500  to  2,000  miles.  As  the  average  cost  of  construc¬ 
tion  is  about  £8,000  per  mile,  this  would  mean  a  capital  outlaj’  of 
from  £'12,000,000  to  £10,000,000, 

The  Minister  suggests  that,  althougli  the  New  Zealand  railways 
have  hitherto  been  constructed  in  accordance  with  a  high  standard 
of  quality,  it  is  desirable  to  consider  the  question  of  providing  lighter 
and  cheaper  branch  railways  in  districts  where  settlement  is  advancing, 
and  where  the  maintenance  of  roads  is  an  expensive  undertaking 
likely  to  prove  a  heavy  burden  to  the  settlers.  It  is  proposed  to 
maintain  the  standard  3  ft.  0  in,  gauge,  but  considerable  saving  wdll 
be  effected  by  avoiding  tunnels  and  heavy  cuttings,  by  adopting  a 
steeper  maximum  gradient  and  sharper  curves,  by  constructing 
bridges  of  light  design,  by  using  lighter  rails  than  the  present 
minimum  of  55  lbs.,  by  reducing  the  standard  depth  of  ballasting, 
and  b\’  greatly  curtailing  the  expenditure  on  station  buildings.

The  driver  in  charge  of  the  crane 
was  chiefly  responsible  ;  the  works  foreman  was  partly  responsible 
for  engaging  a  man,  who  was  not  a  fitter,  to  overlook  the  boiler,  and 
for  failing  to  give  him  definite  instructions ;  an  assistant  engineer  had 
been  guilty  of  an  error  in  judgment  in  allowing  the  works  foreman 
to  engage  the  man.  The  Port  of  London  Authority  were  in  no  waj'  to 
blame,  'fhe  Commissioners  made  no  order  as  to  costs.  (m.  14,918.)

H.M.  Consul  at  Liideritzbucht  (Mr.  E.  11.  W.  Muller)  has  forwarded 
a  summary  of  an  oflicial  statement  showing  the 
output  of  diamonds  in  German  South-West  Africa 
since  1908,  the  year  when  the  diamonds  were 
discovered,  to  the  end  of  September,  1912. 

The  output  for  the  six  months  ended  30th  September,  1912,  con¬ 
stitutes  a  record  for  the  diamond  fields.  The  proj)osed  change  in  the 
methods  of  taxation  (see  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  5tli  September, 
p.  588)  has  something  to  do  with  this,  but  the  improvement  is 
mainly  due  to  the  entr}’  of  one  particular  company  into  the  list  of 
producers. 

Owing  to  better  market  conditions  the  prices  realised  during  the 
past  si.x  months  show  considerable  impi-ovement. 

TJie  following  statement  shows  the  quantity  of  diamonds  sold  by 
the  Diamond  Regie  since  the  opening  of  the  fields,  together  with  the

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Santos  (Mr.  R.  A.  Sandall)  reports  that, 
according  to  the  local  press,  the  use  of  motor  cars 
in  that  city  has  shown  a  great  increase  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  1,015  cars  being  in  use  in 
November,  1912,  as  compared  with  about  400  in 
Of  the  total  (1,015),  485  are  private  cars,  442  are 
for  hire,  31  are  used  for  official  purposes,  39  for  commercial  purposes, 
wliilst  18  are  unaccounted  for. 

In  other  parts  of  the  State  of  S.  Paulo  there  are  166  private  cars, 
264  cars  for  hire,  and  80  motor  lorries.

CHILE. 

The  Acting  British  Consul-General  at  Valparaiso  (Mr.  G.  F.  Atlee) 
reports,  under  date  30th  October,  that  about  one 
Coal  Trade.  million  tons  of  Cardiff  and  Australian  coal  are  im¬ 
ported  into  Chile  each  year,  of  which  some  350,000 
tons  are  landed  at  Valparaiso,  and  the  remaining  650,000  tons  at 
the  nitrate  ports.  Out  of  the  quantity  delivered  at  Valparaiso, 
280,000  tons  are  steam  coal,  and  70,000  tons  gas  coal.  Cardiff  coal 
is  used  principally  in  the  manufacture  of  nitrate,  either  alone  or 
mixed  with  West  Hartley  or  Australian  coal,  unless  the  price  of 
Cardiff  coal  is  abnormally  high  in  comparison  with  the  others,  when 
either  of  them  is  sometimes  used  alone.  Petroleum  is  now  competing 
with  coal  for  this  purpose.  The  Chileaji  State  Railways  have  recently 
bought  170,000  tons  of  Australian  coal.  Australian  coal  from  New 
South  Wales  is  used  chiefly  at  Val})araiso,  and  its  present  (30th 
October)  price,  c.i.f.  is  from  33  to  36  shillings  per  ton ;  this  is  rather 
high  owing  to  the  ruling  freights,  the  average  price  being  from  25  to 
^7  shillings  per  ton. 

The  Chilean  coal  mines  are  situated  at  Coronel  and  Lota  and 
district,  and  produce  about  900,000  tons  per  annum.  During  1911 
there  were  31 1,000  tons  delivered  at  Coronel  for  bunkering,  97,000 
tons  at  Lota,  and  24,000  tons  at  Lebu,  whilst  the  railw'ays  and  indus¬ 
tries  consumed  about  450,000  tons. 

The  class  of  coke  used  is  that  required  for  smelting  copper  ore. 
Aboiit  30,000  tons  were  imported  at  Valparaiso  during  1911,  and 
about  10,000  tons  at  other  Chilean  ports.  Australian  coke,  to  the 
extent  of  9,000  tons,  was  imported  for  the  first  time  in  that  year.

GERMANY.

According  to  the  “Frankfurter  Zeitung”  of  28th  December,  the 
+  1  T  j  f  1912  has  provided  better  results  than  the 

**  in  1912^  previous  year  for  most  branches  of  the  German 

textile  industries,  particularly  in  the  case  of  cotton. 
There  has  been  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  cotton  industry. 
Whilst  trade  was  Hat  in  1011  right  up  to  the  last  three  months,  and 
the  fall  in  prices  caused  some  serious  losses,  prices  in  1912  have  been 
constantly  improving.  There  was  an  increase  of  about  50  per  cent, 
in  the  price  of  cotton  piece  goods  between  the  beginning  of  January 
and  the  middle  of  December.  The  cotton  spinning  branch  has  been 
particularly  active  throughout  the  year,  so  that  it  may  be  taken  for 
granted  that  the  results  of  the  year’s  workings  will  be  considerably 
better  than  in  1911.  On  the  whole  weaving  sheds  have  been  work¬ 
ing  satisfactorily,  though  not  alwa5’s  at  remunerative  prices.  Velveteen 
makers  have  had  a  splendid  turn-over,  and  an  excellent  trade  has 
also  been  done  in  tulle.  As  regards  the  woollen  trade,  it  ma}'^  be  said 
that  the  results  will  be  no  worse  than  in  1911.  Business  was  some¬ 
what  flat  up  to  September,  but  improved  during  the  last  three 
months.  The  German  woollen  industry  is  greatly  affected  by  the 
Balkan  war,  and  the  influence  on  trade  cannot  yet  be  fully  gauged. 
The  linen  industry  has  been  very  unsatisfactory,  particularly  in  the 
uase  of  spinners,  who  now  have  had  to  reckon  with  three  successive 
bad  years.  The  principal  reason  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  attributed 
to  the  poor  flax  harvests  in  Russia,  which  have  brought  about  high 
prices.  This  is  all  the  more  unfortunate,  as  there  have  been  plenty 
of  orders.  On  the  other  hand  the  jute  industr}’  has  been  very  satis¬ 
factory  during  the  whole  twelve  months.  There  was  a  constant  upward 
tendency  in  the  price  of  raw  material.  The  German  home  market  for 
articles  of  jute  is  exceedingly  good  and  the  demand  is  increasing. 

According  to  the  “Frankfurter  Zeitung”  of  29th  December,  the 
c-iv  /I  V  1  industry  has  been  (juiet  during  the  past 

Trade  weeks.  W  orks  have  retrained  from  making 

purchases,  the  more  so  as  business  in  general  has 
not  been  altogether  satisfactory.  The  result  is  that  silk  spinners  and 
twisters  have  been  doing  less  business.  In  spite  of  this  manufacturers 
are  holding  to  their  prices,  which,  how'ever,  are  very  low  compared 
with  those  wdiich  ruled  in  August.  Silk  sales  would  be  very 
good  under  normal  conditions,  but  onl}’^  the  early  conclusion  of 
peace  will  bring  renewed  activity.  Silk  goods  according  to  the 
prevailing  fashions  are  still  in  favour.  The  demand  for  spring  goods 
wl’l  commence  soon  after  the  beginning  of  January,  and  this  will  of 
course  bring  in  a  good  supply  of  orders  to  the  works.

„  .  ,  .  to  information  received  from  the  Commissioner  of 

Ho^*^GnvwiD  Customs  and  Excise  at  Pretoria,  experiments  in 
^  “■  hop  growing  are  now  being  made  at  the  Govern¬ 

ment  Botanical  Station  near  that  city,  and  should  they  be  successful 
a  new  source  of  profit  will  be  within  reach  of  the  South  African 
farmer. 

There  are  14  breweries  in  the  country,  using  over  250  tons  of  hops 
per  annum,  representing  a  value  of  £32,500.  (27,033.) 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  has  also  received,  through  the  same 
w  u  V  source,  information  to  the  effect  that  tlie  present 
^dustr^^  position  of  the  wattle  bark  industry  in  Natal  is 
causing  considerable  concern  owing  to  the  con¬ 
tinued  fall  in  price.  It  is  strongly  urged  by  authorities,  both  in 
Germany  and  South  Africa,  that  the  only  hope  for  the  industry  is 
the  establishment  in  Natal  of  extracting  works,  and  the  export  of  the 
tannic  acid  in  the  form  of  extract  rather  than  in  the  crude  form  of 
bark.  A  large  amount  of  capital  is  invested  in  this  industry,  and 
there  is  every  possibility  of  steps  shortly  being  taken  to  put  it  on  a 
more  satisfactory  footing.  (27,033.)

GERMANY. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Stuttgart  (Mr.  H.  H.  Gastrell)  has  forwarded  the 
following  particulars  regarding  the  harvest  in 
Wiirtemburg  in  1912,  based  on  a  report  published 
by  the  Statistische  Landesamt : — 

The  grain  crop  was  satisfactorj'  as  regards  quantity,  but  the  quality 
was  below  the  average  on  account  of  the  very  wet  and  cold  season. 
In  some  cases  wheat,  barle}’,  and  oats  are  only  suitable  for  fodder. 
The  potato  crop  was  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  and  proved  to  be  less 
affected  by  disease  than  was  expected ;  the  keeping  qualities  are  bad, 
however.  The  hop  crop  was  about  equal  to  last  year’s  in  quantity,  but 
not  nearly  so  good  in  quality.  The  first  crop  of  hay  was  excellent  for 
harvesting,  but  suffered  greatly  from  rain  at  harvest  time ;  the  second 
crop  was  largel}’’  unfit  for  fodder. 

The  following  table  show^s  the  yield  of  the  various  crops  in  1912, 
compared  with  the  yield  in  1911,  and  the  average  yield  for  the 
previous  ten  years  : —

H.M.  Consul  at  Dantzig  (Mr.  A.  Maclean)  reports  that  large 
od  Trad  t  of  wood,  comprising  logs,  beams,  and 

.  ,  joinery  work,  were  formerly  exported  from  Kbnigs- 

onigs  erg.  berg  and  Memel.  In  1911  the  exports  of  w'ood, 
&c.  b)'  sea  from  KSnigsberg  amounted  to  345,000  tons,  of  which  the 
greater  part  was  shipped  to  the  Rhine,  whilst  the  exports  from  Memel 
amounted  to  600,000  cubic  metres. 

Curing  1912,  however,  the  export  of  wood  has  decreased  consider¬ 
ably,  especially  from  Konigsberg,  partly  on  account  of  a  smaller  import¬ 
ation  from  Russia,  which  country  is  every  year  consuming  increased 
quantities  of  its  own  timber,  and  partly  because  the  wood-working 
industry  in  East  Germany  is  increasing  rapidly.  The  export  of 
wood  from  Konigsberg  has  decreased  by  at  least  100,000  tons  during 
1912,  and  this  is  only  partially  compensated  for  by  an  increase  in  the 
export  of  manufactured  wood  goods.

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Marseilles  (Mr.  M.  Gurney,  M.V.O.)  reports 
that,  according  to  the  “  Journal  Officiel,”  autumn 
cereals  of  all  kinds  have  now  been  sown  in  the 
Ardfeche,  Bouches-du- Rhone,  Gard  and  Vaucluse. 
In  Ard6che  and  Vaucluse  the  progress  of  the  crops 
is  satisfactory,  but  in  the  other  Departments  mentioned  it  has  been 
retarded  by  inclement  weather  in  November. 

The  olive  crop  in  the  Bouches-du-Rhone  promises  to  furnish 
excellent  oil ;  in  Vaucluse  the  yield  is  not  expected  to  be  satisfactory’-, 
while  in  the  Gard,  where  the  harvest  is  nearly  finished,  the  crop  is 
considerably  below  the  average,  but  the  growers  hope  that  the  yield 
of  oil  may  prove  satisfactory.  The  prospect  for  truffles  is  good.

H.M.  Consul  at  Brest  (Mr.  S.  S.  Dickson)  reports  that,  owing  to  con¬ 
tinuous  rains  during  July,  August  and  September, 
the  -wheat  harvest  in  the  Department  of  Finistdre 
was  late,  and  moreover  of  poor  quality’  and  insuffi¬ 
cient  for  local  requirements.  The  war  in  the 
Balkans  has  deprived  Marseilles  mills  of  their  usual  supplies  from 
South  Russia  and  the  countries  of  the  Danube,  with  the  result  that 
they’  have  h.ad  to  buy  home-grown  wheat.  This  has  led  to  a  rise  in 
price  throughout  the  country,  and  the  millers,  in  Finistdre  particularly’, 
are  faced  with  a  shortage  of  wheat  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  cope 
with. 

Potatoes,  artichokes  and  onions  are  grown  chiefly’  in  the  district  of 
St.  Pol-de-Ldon  and  Roscoff.  As  the  land  in  this  district  is  nearly 
virgin  soil,  it  is  found  that  the  quality’ of  the  potatoes  is  very  good  and 
the  flavour  better  than  in  districts  where  more  use  is  made  of  artificial 
manures.  The  crop  of  artichokes  is  very  large  and  of  excellent 
quality’.  There  is  every  prospect  of  a  good  and  plentiful  crop  of 
onions,  the  cultivation  of  which  continues  to  increase.  (C.  10,244.)

less  than  the  above  figures,  which  are  those  of  the  Italian  Silk 
Association. 

On  an  average  it  may  be  assumed  that  1  kilog.  of  silk  will  be 
obtained  from  11 '4  kilogs.  of  cocoons  in  1912,  as  compared  with  a 
similar  yield  from  11-85  kilogs.  in  1911,  and  12  kilogs.  in  1910. 
After  deducting  the  quantity  reserved  for  breeding  purposes,  there 
remain  46,800,000  kilogs.  of  cocoons,  which  would  thus  yield  4,105,000 
kilogs.  of  raw  silk,  an  increase  of  17-5  per  cent,  on  the  production  for 
1911,  but  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent,  on  the  average  for  1906-11. 

At  the  opening  of  the  markets,  prices  ranged  from  10  to  15  per 
cent,  lower  than  in  1911,  but  gradually  rose  to  3-40  lire  and  over  ])er 
kilog.  by  the  end  of  the  crop.  The  general  average  of  market  prices 
in  1912  was  about  33-5  per  cent,  lower  than  in  1911.  (C.  10,192.)

Flour  has  risen  from  8  cents  per  kilog.  in  1897  to 
15^  cents  in  1911  ;  lard  has  risen  from  35  to  58  cents,  rice 
from  19  cents  to  24  cents,  and  wheat  from  5J  cents  to  10|  cents, 
per  kilog.  Tobacco  remains  stationary  at  35  cents  per  kilog.,  whilst 
sugar  has  fallen  from  19  cents  to  17  cents,  and  coffee  from  80  to  55 
cents,  per  kilog.

for  the  third.  This  publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  information  than  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstrac‘t  tables  for  the  years  1907-1911,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  coflntr}', 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  tranship¬ 
ments  and  articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United 
Kingdom  with  each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade 
at  cax'h  port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement) 
contains  a  classihcation  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the 
“  Annual  Statement  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  l)e  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consigntnent  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  Ije  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

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Confidential  Information  as  to  Openings  Abroad  for 
British  Trade,  &e. 

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  1st  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opjxDrtunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  incbuling  the  supply 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

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UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of: — 

1229.  Workmen  employed  in  connection  with: — 

(1)  the  substitution  of  vertical  for  horizontal  gas  retorts; 

(2)  the  conversion  of  gas-holder  tanks  into  tar  tanks. 

1230.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  producing  ebonite 
or  vulcanised  fibre  parts  for  use  as  parts  of  the  products  of  a 
mechanical  engineering  establishment. 

This  decision  is  a  revised  wording  of  decision  No.  1169 
(“  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  the  7th  November,  1912.) 

1232.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  jacks  and  springs 
used  as  parts  of  lace-making  or  lace-finishing  machines  mentioned  in 
decision  No.  458  (“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  18th  July,  1912). 

£.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

1228.  Workmen  employed  by  manufacturers  of  accessories  for 
automobiles,  and  engaged  in  making  barrels  for  the  blinds  of  motor 
cars. 

1231.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  needles  and  hooks 
for  lace  or  net  making  or  finishing  machines  mentioned  in  decision 
No.  458  (‘‘  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  18th  July,  1912.) 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  vdth  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
